HAND HURT N A BEEIfl 
IBOTTLE.ASKSS10.000 


Lisbon, Dec. 13.—The explosion of 
r bottle of beer and the subsequent 
Injury to his right hand, is the basis 
of a $10,000 damage suit which was 
filed in common pleas court Friday 
John Ondig against 
the 
Ostrow 
company, wholesale and retail liquor 
dealers in East Liverpool. 
Last 
spring, 
and for some time 
prior, Omiig was in the employ of the 
Ostrow corqpany in its warehouses in 
East Liverpool, and his main duties 
wore to pack bottled beer into bar­ 
rels ready for shipment under orders 
which wore given to Mm by Philip 
Hazman, the manager 
of the ware 
house. 
On the 18th Of May he was 
ordered to pack a quantity of beer, 
and while he was handling the same 
the heat upon the bottles and 
the 
chemical action of the liquid, caused 
one of the bottles to explode while lu 


wtr s handling it. 
and the 
muscles, 
nerves and tendons and blood ves­ 
sels of his right hand were cut aud 
lacerated by the glass 
which 
was 
forced Into his hand. 
The hand, he 
states, will be 
crippled for 
life, as 
two of his fingers are crooked, and 
the hand weakened so that he has 
lost his grip. 
The accident. Ondig 
states, 
was 
due entirely to the fact that the com­ 
pany failed to provide him with prop­ 
er appliances or m aterial for packing, 
including a carton or covering for the 
bottles which would have protected 
his band from injury. Instead of this 
he was required to pack the beer in 
the barrel with refuse and trimmings 
from wall paper. 
Ondig is 35 years old, and claims 
that he will be incapacitated for life 
by reason of his crippled hand
